However, a 
tonsiderable change in this picture 
developed during the course of the 
year and 1936 in bidding us farewell.

If the same 
rate of improvement continues 
throughout the present year we will 
be inclined to look back and won- 
der why we were so lacking in con- 
fidence in the so-called years of. de- 
pression. 


It is not my intention to go too 
much into detail in ‘connection with 
the finances and other affairs of the 
Town of Wainwright during the 
year 1986 but will leave these to the 
Secretary-Treasurer and the Chair- 
men of the various committees of 
council. I -would, however, here like 
| to say that we are justly proud of 
the standing of the Town of Wain- 
wright at the end of 1936. We have 
been enabled,..with your.loyalty and 
cé-operation, to meet all our oblig'a- 
tions and to énter 1937 -with a suf- 
ficient surplus to enable your coun- 


year. It is‘and has always been my 
opinion that municipatties - shoua 
finance without the need of borrow- 
ing money and this course has been 
followed ‘during the two years of my 
term aS Mayor.. We have met all 
payments on debentures so tnat your 
debenture debt, which stood at $34,- 
038.42 when I became Mayor in 
1935, has been reduced at the end

Resigns His Portfolio 


Hon. Charles Cockroft, provincial 
treasurer, tendered his resignation to 


Premier Alberhart, to take effect 
Jan. 31. 
Official announcement of his de- 


cision being made by the minister 
Friday afternoon. 

“Due to my failing health and for 
business reasons, I regret that I 
find it necessary to be relieved of 
|my duties as provincial treasurer,” 
Mr. Cockroft wrote in his resigna- 
tion. 

“I therefore tender herewith my 
resignation. to become effective on 
the 31st instant. 

“I wish to assure you that if at 
any time my successor feels that he 
would welcome any assistance that 
I can afford, I should be pleased to 
help him.” 

Mr. Cockroft’s resignation was 
sent to Premier Alberhart on Jan. 
21. The premier Friday declined to 
make any statement. 

For some time there have veen 
rumors that there nfight be a break 
between Mr. Cockroft and his cabi- 
net colleagues, he having been re- 
garded as one of the ‘‘mocerate” 
wing.

Expenditures were greater while revenue was less than’ esti- 
mates. Maintenance was considerably higher than last year. Roof 
of hospital was painted and considerable repairs to building and 
equipment was done during the year. 


Collection of patients accounts is getting worse. $1,091.35 was 
collected on accounts outstanding previous to 1986. The lange 
reserve required to be set up for non-collection of patients’ ac- 
counts may not be sufficient to provide for total uncoliectable.

ven when a balanced ration is 
fed, there are times during cold 


at a standstill, or the pigs actually 
lose in weight. This is often attri- 


buted to the cold; but when other) 


conditions are not at fault, tempera- 
ture plays only a minor part in ar- 
resting growth. 

There are a number of factors 
which may, separately or in com- 
bination, bring about this condition. 
If the hogs emerge from their hou- 
ses looking damp, the quarters are 
either too hot or too cold. When 
they are too warm because of over- 
crowding or lack of ventilation, the 
air will be overmoist; and when they 
are uncomfortably cold, the pigs will 
pile up, thus causing over-heating. 

In either case, the result is the 
game, the pigs emerge steaming and 
being extremely uncomfortable on 
coming in contact with the cold air, 
do not eat enough, and make very 
poor use Of the little feed consumed. 
They are also renderea susceptible 
to pneumonia and similar troubles. 

When pigs are found to be in this 
condition, the cause should be lo- 
cated and removed. If the house is 
over-warm, more ventilation must 
be allowed, or fewer pigs Kept In we 
house; and if the quarters are cold, 
so that the pigs pile up for heat,'a 
little work at repairing ana insulat- 
ing the house, and maintaining a 
good depth of fresh, dry pedding 
will usually solve this problem. 

Pigs may mark time for another 
reason, for which diagnosis 19 simple 
but treatment difficult.

Gas at 8c per thousand fee. ror 
ten years and 5c per thousand feet 
for ten years averages 6% per 
thousand feet over the twenty-year 
period. That should be sufficient ex- 
planation. Surely no one will con- 
tend that a pipe line can be built 
and maintained, eight miles long, on 
the basis of %c per thousand feet 
and an average consumption ‘of 
around 100,000,000 feet a year. It 
means that gas at 614c per thousand 
feet at Wainwright would cost the 
Town $500.00 a year more than 6c 
gas at the present source of supply. 
Now we will go into the cost of 
conducting this 6c gas through an 
eight-mile pipe line to Wainwright. 
a minimum cost for a new line, ap- 
proximately $27,500.00, 5% interest 
per annum on this amount on deben-

and you have a balance of $55,000.00 
and that, Ladies and Gentlemen, 38 
approximately the amount Wain- 
wright would save if it were possible 
to obtain 6%c gas at Wainwright 
as compared to 6c gas at its present 
gource of supply. The Gas Cumpany, 
of course, had the cost of this in- 
vestment and maintenance covered 
by amortization, etc., in the gas rate 
Set to the consumer by the Board a 
Public Utilities. 

To put the matter in a simplez 
way, I would say that the mainten- 
ance cost,of a pipe line alone would 
offset the total advantage of the 
one-half cent per thousand feet 
cheaper gas at the present source of 
supply, leaving the Town a net 
loser of tthe total cost of the plpe 
line and the interest at 5% on the 
necessary borrowed capital to con-, 
struct it. In addition to all this the 
risk of breakages in the pipe line, 
and other hazards, would be elimin- 
ated. 

It is curious to note’ that the 
pamphlet referred to has been com- 
piled and placed before the taxpe, | 
ers weeks after the provisional 
understanding with Mr. Wilson ex- 
pired and at a time when the status 


‘quo existed, the. condition being '.ex- 


aotly the same as though the agree- 
ment had not been entered into at 


all. At the present time no agree- 
ment exists, provisional or otuer- 
wise. 


It is quite clear that the sole in- 
tent and purpose of the pamphlet, 
and also of the various rumors that 
have been set going in the past 
months, is to discredit the council 
and its work on behalf of the Town 
and to influence taxpayers, if pos- 
sible, to grant another long tetin 
franchise to the Wainwright Gas 
Company against’ the interests of 
the taxpayers of the Town. These 
self-appointed guardians of the 
Town’s interests, you will note, do 
not come forward with any con- 
structive or helpful suggestions; 
evidently the sole issue is to prevent 
the Town, at all costs, from acquir- 
ing its Gas Utility. 

In conclusion I will state that 
contrary to the statement in the 
pamphlet to the effect that an ex- 
tension has been granted to the 
Wainwright Gas Company by Judge 
Carpenter to February 15th, infcrr- 
‘ing that the supply may be stopped 
on that date, Mr. Smith, Director 
of Maple Leaf Oils, stated on the 
stand under oath at the hearing be- 
fore Judge Carpenter, that the Com- 
pany was very willing, and in fact 
agreed, to supply gas for the use of 
the Town of Wainwright as re- 
quired, and furthermore the Judge 
stated that under no circumstance 
would he allow the supply to be dis- 
continued or cut off from the Town 
pending settlement of the present 
uncertainty. 

This report is longer than I in- 
tended it ito be and I beg to thank 
you for your patience and for giv- 
ing Me your attention.
